self.... It is a story of a threat to family solidarity, solidarity built around 
the person of Zeda Marcaboth, whose own strength lies in her acceptance of her humble 
beginnings, her determination to build a family unity on not only the ramifications 
of the financial empire which alone gave them their place in the sun, but on the 
tight rein held over the sons and the son's wives through the inflexible traditions 
she has decreed. Then the steady, noble, eldest son, Simon, makes a second marriage 
that threatens to wreck the edifice. Ruby is a gold digger, a mindless, soulless 
little tramp. And everyone (even at the end-Simon) knows it. The final gesture, 
by which she flaunts her indifference to the family mores, is infinitesimal. But 
Zeda knew its wider significance. During the day which the story revolves around, 
each one of the Marcaboth women had proclaimed her own declaration of independence 
--eo This for the Letter to Five Wives audience, is a sophisticated, wise and witty 
book, with undercurrents of heartbreak. Literary Guild selection for November 
will give it a good start.

LADY OF THE MOHAWKS $3.25 


This is Molly Brant's story and in telling it, the author has held closely 
to known facts and characters of the times. Sir William Johnson, influential admini- 
strator of Indian affairs, friend of the Mohawks, and responsible for many of the wise 
decisions made by the British back in the mid 18th century, married Molly's aunt, sis- 
ter to a chief of the Mohawks. Molly, taught in an English school in the vicinity of 
the famous Long House, could shift at will from the glamorous life of the Johnson 
household to the Indian rites and customs of her childhood. She could rival any Indian 
maiden in her feats of strength and endurance. Johnson was attracted to Molly from 
her hoydenish youth, even while his wife still lived. But Molly was wooed and won by 
Francois de Joncaire, an interpreter with the Mohawks, and with him she eloped to 
Canada, only to find she could not accept a Catholic ceremony, and break covenant with 
her English training. She returns to New York bringing news of an imminent attack by 
the French Indians. And she is later married to Johnson, in an Indian ceremony. Other 
familiar figures cross the pages,-Molly's brother Joseph, Mary Jennison, famous Indian 
captive, and so on. A holding story, which brings to life those days and the people 
that made them.

Knickerbocker, Charles H. A. A. Wyn 
THE BOY CAME BACK $2.75 


The question of the responsibility for the misfit, the problems and some- 
times soul-searching it arouses, is the background for the Boy's return to his uncle's 
home in Maine. He brings violence, from his past, from his war experiences, pathos 
from his realization of his inequality, and antagonism from his marriage to the Girl 
whose wisdom and roughly carved understanding is greater than his. He loses jobs, his 
temper outruns him, but he is aware of the chaos threatening him. The doctor makes 
his effort at rescue, the powerful politician leads the pack against first the Boy, 
then the Girl, and the town is quick to add to the Boy's bad name. Injury to the girl 
and later her murder send the boy once more to the anonymity of the armed services in 
Korea- and an honorable death. Moral judgments based on incomplete knowledge, town 
gossip versus individual evaluation, equal criticism for a social order which con- 
demns but makes no effort to correct, this provides a thesis with some sexy trimmings.

Niven, David Prentice-Hall 
ONCE OVER LIGHTLY $2.75 


A bland, offhand chronicle which charts the postwar progress of. John Hamil- 
ton, an adaptable young man who leaves his regiment (British) with little ambition 
and impetuous inclinations. An affair with an actress leads to a paid crossing to 
New York- as an escort to a dog, and a chance meeting there with Ann, with whom he 
falls in love, prompts him to sell his return passage and stay on. Some haphazard 
professional pursuits, first in the liquor business, then in an indoor horse-racing 
venture, do not further his career- but Ann is off to a bright start, first as a 
model, then in pictures in Hollywood. Her marriage to John, and pregnancy, put a 
stop to stardom there but John steps into a leading part, gets a fat contract, and 
when success- and another woman- go to his head, some friends intervene to bring him 
back to Ann.... The "lightly" here includes no particular grace or gaiety, achieves 
little more than a pretty perishable product-for rent.

A CHRISTMAS TREE FOR LYDIA $1.00 


Slim in substance, slim in size, this “stocking book" to be used instead of 
a Christmas card. The story scarcely warrants book form; somehow it fails of its pur- 
pose in enlisting the proper emotional response demanded of a Christmas item. Lydia 
is four and still believes in Santa Claus. Her brother, enough older to be fully in- 
formed, can't bear the news that his widowed mother can't cope with Christmas- no tree, 
no stocking. So he pleads for a week's postponement and- provides a whole grove of 
Christmas trees for New Year's morning- salvaged from the gutters of more fortunate 
households. For Lydia it is supremely satisfying- and even Eddy and his chum get a 
thrill out of feeling as though they were “camping out” in a grove, I11'd by the author.

THE BRIGAND $2.50 
The author of The Sky is Red, which received considerable critical attention 
in 1948 as a touching portrait of adolescents following a downward path in a bombed city 
in Northern Italy, has turned to the Sicily of the same period far his new novel. This 
is a fictionalized account of the late, legendary bandit-hero, Salvatore Guiliano, and 
the degrading conditions of life on the island which swept him to notoriety and an early 
death. The protagonist is Michele Rende, an ex-soldier who has seen the North and its 
communities whieh threw into focus the evils of absentee landlordism in the South. The 
story of Michele's return from Africa, his betrayal by a former mistress, a prison term * ( 
and release to fight in the North is told by Nino, the teen-age brother of Michele's 
sweetheart. Nino sympathetically aids Michele in his efforts to become an honest farmer, 
sees him lead an abortive march on the fallow land of an absent latifondista when the 
village is starving, and he is finally driven to the mountains where with Nino's sister 
he meets a quick death.

A plush hotel in the Texas tropics is the refuge for some dingy sweepings from 
Hollywood in this tired romping with broad perversions, sagging stars and the patter of 
fairy feet. Richard Davenport, young would-be author beachcombing from New York,, ambles 
into a bell hop job in the Goncourt Hotel and discovers himself in the midst of a group 
of diverting grotesques in the persons of the hotel's staff and guests. Among the vege- 
tating decadents are some frustrated, heavy-drinking actresses, three horrid old dowa-

LOVE IN A DRY SEASON $3 .00 


Dirty and dull- but shrewdly contrived and skillfully executed so that- 
while you loathe practically every character in the book, you believe in them. A sor- 
did triangle,- Amy, a nymphomaniac and a rotter, her blind husband, Jeff, who enjoys 
contriving reasons for display of jealousy and suspicion, and Drew, a travelling 
salesman on the make, who deliberately woos and wins the spinster daughter of the 
town's leading cotton merchant, only to be thrown out by the father, who knows what 
he is after. He stays on to await his antagonist's death, but Fate tricks him. It 
is the invalid sister who dies, thus freeing the credulous Amanda for an elopement, 
only to have her lover throw her over unceremoniously, and stay on for his pursuit of 
more attractive game in the insatiable Amy.

OTHER LIVES TO LIVE $3.00 


A definite improvement over Mr. Lyons' first novel, The Rest They Need, 
this book concerns Emily Waring, 65, a widow, mother, grandmother, leading socialite, 
and richest woman in an Alabama city, who decides to marry a man of the same age, who 
has been a failure and is now supported by his daughter. It is pretty much a case 
of true love, but the reaction of the people around whom her life has been built since 
her .husband's death is horrified. Their reasons illustrate most of the varying ways 
of being selfish,though this patness of the characters, when the author is in stride, 
is not a weakness. For the first half of the book the sketches of her daughter, 
breaking up a second marriage; her weakling son; a frivolous and envious friend; her 
brother-in-law, a Senator who believes in a double standard; her sister, a self- 
pitying pessimist- are neatly done. The second half, when the author drives home 
his arguments against selfishness and for living your own life not in terms of ac- 
tion but by something approaching didacticism, is less accomplished. The sharp de- 
piction of some well-known characters and certain of the problems of old age should 
attract a number of readers.

Sparse economy of plot, and searching meticulousness of style characterize 
this translation from the French-- a novel that is actually a study of an individu- 
al's search for the truth, for meaning in life, for love of humanity. The "I" of 
the novel is a lonely man, a writer who became a disillusioned bank clerk after the 
war, bitter and cut off from his fellow man. One evening, through a chance meeting, 
he encounters Georges, who had just committed a passional crime of murdering his 
mistress who had- he thought- betrayed him. The writer takes Georges to his room, 
and in twelve hours of intimate conversation they discover a mutual need, and a new 
world opens before them. Together they investigate the truth behind his suspicions- ) 
and when Georges finds that the murder, though justifiable, must receive its punish- i 
ment, he kills himself. But he has at least achieved something for the man who be- 
friended him... On psychological grounds the author has depth and emotional values, 
but often the tenuous delving into the agonies of achieving self expression become 
tiresome to the reader.

Hayes, Carlton, J.H. Sheed & Ward 
THE UNITED STATES AND SPAIN $2.75 


A lively and stimulating report on Spain, from the historical, political, 
economic, social aspects of Spain under Franco, with the undisguised intert of urging 
cooperation, assistance, absorption of Spain into Atlantic Union, and accepting a 
shadowy sort of Franco (not as bad as he is painted) as a factor in anti-Russian 
solidarity. Hayes, as former Ambassador to Spain, and now a professor of history at 
Columbia, is a master of didactic expression, choosing his arguments to bolster his 
position, that at all costs we take a blameless Franco under our wings. He explores 
the- to him false- bases of our prejudices, the sharp differences in history of Spain 
vs the balance of Europe, and the fact that Spain's politics have never reached down 
to the man in the street. He endorses the singleness of purpose of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Spain, the opposition of those who called themselves liberals and who were- 
he feels- undetermined as to their goals. He sees the issue as a black and white one- 
communism vs anti-communism (though at one point he claims that Franco's intervention 
in the war was devoid of ideology). He traces the steps by which public opinion veered 
away from sympathy with Spain, and stresses the unpopularity of our stand in our South 
American neighbors’ minds. Frankly, Hayes’ attitude smacks somewhat of appeasement. 
His approach to the subject is not surprising to those familiar with his Wartime

JEFFERSON AND THE RIGHTS OF MAN $6.00 


The middle years of Jefferson's life are covered in this second volume in 
the projected four volume biography. Jefferson the Virginian received a great press, 
and sold some 12,000 copies. This second volume should stimulate interest in the first- 
while securing on its own a perhaps larger sale. For these were the years which Jeff- 
erson spent as minister to France, represent the infant country, his first term as 
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Secretary of State, the years when the conflict between Hamilton and Jefferson came 

into full being. The French ministry proved a waiting game on a frugal stipend. Malone 
holds closely to Jefferson's own records, to writings of contemporaries, but handles his 
sources so adroitly that one gets a vivid picture of Jefferson, concerned and sympathetic 
with the forces of gathering storm, eager to establish his own country on a sound commer- 
cial and diplomatic relationship, determined to solve the issue of the Barbary pirates as 
economically as possible. In his private life, he made new friends (both men and women), 
learned to love France and to know much of the Continent, particularly in its agricul- 
tural aspects, and to accept the Court of Louis XVI as a "school of humility". At long 
distance, he tried to keep in touch with the making of the Constitution, and despite his 
rejection of some of it in final form, he advocated ratification and amendment. He be- 
lieved in flexibility; his genius was not merely one of freedom but of experiment and 
change. 

He returned from France to find himself appointed Secretary of State, and this. 

rolume carries his story to the reelection of Washington and the blasting of his hopes 

of retirement to his beloved Monticello. Much of the history of those years is found in 
the record of mounting dissension with Hamilton, which at the end burst into vitriolic 
public attack, with Jefferson winning the support of the better element in government, 
and Washington attempting to bring about a truce. The disagreement over fiscal policy 
actually laid the groundwork for the party split, while it penetrated such phases of go- 
yvernment as the decision as to the location of the "Federal City", the management of 
foreign affairs, the issue of the bank and taxes. A tremendous piece of scholarship, 
which triumphs over the difficulties of a period of national insecurity and doubt.

The interpretation is intelligently reasoned, often 
critical of German mistakes, and argued from the viewpoint that Germany was the right- 
ful deliverer of the world from Bolshevism. He covers, specifically, the campaign 
from the first victorious days culminating in the capture of Rostov to the downfall 
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and retreat from Stalingrad. It is a blend of straightforward narrative, interspersed 
with analyses of the Russian people and the psychological mistakes in handling them 
which forced even the reluctant back into the Bolshevist camp. He ignores the ideolo- 
gical errors of Germany; he berates U.S. tribunals for judging German soldiers for 
actions committed in line of duty. One wonders how wide the interest is in such a de- 
cidedly Germanic viewpoint, even in face of the fading antagonism to Germany.

While following the traditional artistic periods from prehistoric cave 
paintings to the film industry of the 20th century, Hauser has slanted his material 
from the viewpoint of social determinism,-religious, political, economic. He sees 
art as governed by the collective activities of men, rather than the reverse. To 
illustrate:- the difference between the earlier and freer cave paintings and the 
later more stylized ones was caused by the evolution from a purely practical utili- 
tarian life to a productive economy with emotional factors. First, the deed was 
accomplished by the projection of the drawing; later, man stopped and thought before 
and after he acted. To take a later period, the 19th century, Hauser says that 
French Bohemianism was more prevalent on the continent than in England, because the 
British middle class overpowered the Bohemian when he raised his cocky head....Des- 
pite the sometimes contrived exposition, the book is an excellent text and reference, 
the style (in a good translation by Stanley Godman) distinguished for its clarity and 
organization, the scholarship evident. The method is inductive, with material chosen 
to prove his points, and a logical progression that has its certain fascination. His 
admiration for the creative instinct comes out in his admonitions to the film industry, 
but essentially he is concerned with art forms as social manifestations, whether in 
painting, sculpture, architecture, literature. Illustrated with photographs. 


Morley, Felix Knopf 
THE FOREIGN POLICY OF THE UNITED STATES $2.50 


This is an arsenal of ammunition for the opponents of the current foreign 
policy of the U.S. but tne material is hard to get at in the form presented. Three 
talks given at Wesleyan have here been expanded, and new material added, the intent 
"an impartial examination" to prove that foreign policy has a scientific content and 
should be viewed in context of past and contiguous setting He is a hard hitter, is 
Felix Morley, one time president of Haverford; he is violently opposed to bipartisan 
foreign policy, feeling it fallacious and directly responsible for our major blunders, 
in that it puts blinders on the critics. Today the gap is too wide to close, between 
official direction and public acceptance. He examines the basic changes that have 
taken place, shows how we have come full circle from a policy of aggrandizement and 
alliances through isolation back to aggrandizement and alliances.

He poses certain tests of foreign policy:-legality, efficiency, economy, 
popularity. Ours today does not pass the tests. We are still trying to compensate 
for the sell-out and betrayal’ of Yalta. He points out the blunders of the League 
of Nations, now of United Nations. In cynical approach he examines the questionable 
aspects of the State Department, not hesitating to charge Communist influence. Defi- 
nition must precede reorganization; both are vital. Lots of controversial material 
here. .

In this period 
it has had fully as colorful a history as San Francisco, with many parallels, and 
thetitle here given it bears close comparison, on a lower glamor scale, to San Fran- 
cisco's gold coast.

In spite of all that has been written about every facet of World War II, 
there is still a good deal of mystery surrounding the basic operation on which the 
Normandy invasion was built- what is known in military jargon as "Mulberry". Here 
that story, told with the vividness of an eye witness, and the courage not to pull 
punches. where some of the personalities and the difficulties are concerned. "Mul- 
berry" was the building of ‘pliers’ and breakwaters’ for an artificial harbor- one for 
the Americans, one for the British landings. The story, based on confidential 
records as well as first hand knowledge (the author is Commander Stanford, U.S.N.R.) 
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goes back to the initial conception, the building of the equipment, the hurdles taken 
(despite security wrangles, unclear responsibility, a scrambled chain of command, un- 
tried engineering experiments and problems of unfamiliar tides and unknown defenses). a 
The personnel requirements were themselves an enormous headache. Experts on tugs, on 
salvage, had to be brought in. Last minute tests showed necessity of structural 
corrections. And when the operation was in actual iotion, there was the initial de- 
bacle of the first siting- and the necessary improvisations. Captain Clark proved an 
inhuman driving force, achieving the impossible, but at terrific cost to man power and 
morale. Then came - after two days success- the crippling storm and the subsequent 
destruction. But the concept and its initial execution made the invasion, costly as 
it was, possible. And this story, to be illustrated with photographs and diagrams, 
and with an introduction by Samuel Eliot Morison, will take its place in the important

Inevitably this will be viewed as a first gun in the campaign by Americans 
who wish to know, categorically, where Senator Taft stands. Here, with reasonable 
clarity, is the statement of where he stands today. Like other citizens, the senator 
has the right to change his mind as new conditions arise. He feels that Russia is the 
great menace to peace and that we should carry a big stick (in the form of a strong 
air force and navy) while walking lightly in Europe lest a big army provoke the 
Russians to action. (Furthermore, our economy could not stand the strain). He feels 
we should not have become involved in Korea, but since we are, he advocates strong 
action, and support of the Chinese Nationalists in Formosa. He concedes the fact that 
the Marshall Plan has aided the Europeans to some degree of self support, but thinks 
we have taken too much on ourselves in placing Eisenhower as overall commander. Taft 
skillfully avoids committing himself too far, so this might be termed an “interim re- 
port". Certainly not an inspired platform for the Republican Party.

Mr. Grosser, following the pattern of his earlier Painting in Public, dis- 
cusses painting, painters, and painters’ problems from pigmentation and techniques in 
using tempera and oils to the subject matter of Modern Art which he says is a pic- 
ture's own composition.

SALT RIVERS OF THE MASSACHUSETTS SHORE $4.00 


* A rich and many faceted history of the region of Eastern Massachusetts 
which high-lights the social, cultural and economic contributions of this fountain- 
head of the citizens’ commonwealth - forty-fifth in the Rivers of America series. By 
the nature of its small unnavigable waterways, Massachusetts’ communities from the 
start assumed a different character from the plantation colonies of its Southern 
neighbors, and the reliance on small, self-sufficient industries employing small ca- 
pital and skilled labor gave rise to a decentralized, independent community organi- 
zation from which emerged the genius of New England character - a stolid individual- 
ist to whom property and individual rights are sacred. The author has traced the 
fortunes of Massachusetts from the first attempts at colonization, the Plymouth co- 
lony, founding of the small towns, first rumblings of the Revolution in which Massa- 
chusetts played so large a part, years of industrial and commercial expansion, 
changes in the temper of Massachusetts communities which overthrew the confining 
theocracies, and the continuous series of adjustments incumbent on the Bay State with 
the Westward expansion,-and finally a summing up of the current industrial and social 
issues. Remarkable studies of some of the great Yankee personalities - notably John 
Adams and Daniel Webster - underscore prevalent regional attitudes for which Dr. Howe 
displays such an active sympathy and appreciation. Less history is floated on the 
waterways this time, but as a study of granite-ribbed inland Yankeedom, this is a 
scholarly and entertaining work.

Zoff, Otto- Fd. Dutton 
GREAT COMPOSERS Through the Eyes of their Contemporaries $6.00 


On a popular level, this collection of anecdotal material, personality 
vignettes, spot pieces that give the flavor of the favorite composers- how they look- 
ed,talked, behaved. This is extra-textual knowledge of the first order, in a chron- 
ology of pieces about composers from Purcell to Gershwin, drawn from a variety of 
biographical sources, each prefaced by a brief biographical note, data on the contri- 
butor, the factual validity of the extract, the circumstances under which it was 
written. The editor's scholarship is chiefly evident in his careful weighing of the 
area of fact, fancy and legend.

* A leisurely autobiography of a career of service which highlights many re- 
warding to revealing experiences in contact with the forgotten, and more often outcast, 
world of the leper. Burgess, who may well be remembered as the author of Who Walk 
Alone (1940), spent a year with Grenfell in Labrador, later worked with Helen Keller, 
and finally in the '20's became Chairman of the Leonard Wood Memorial, and has spent 
these years in visiting leprosaria all over the world, in fighting the leper problem 
socially as well as medically. From Carville and Culion and Cebu, to beggars’ villages 
and health sores in primitive places, Burgess crossed many continents and many count- 
ries, and commutes an understanding of this disease which is shunned in ignorance and 
which carries with it not only physical suffering but the tragedy of stigma and segre- 
gation. And his book offsets much that is grim with the gallantry of those met along

Better known to the American public as prime mover in England's battle of 
the sexes, Sylvia Pankhurst- through this excellent study- emerges as meriting greater 
acclaim for her intimate knowledge and sympathetic presentation of the history and 
geography of northwest Africa, and the Italian-Ethiopian situation. From 1889, when 
Italy forced a notorious Treaty on the newly proclaimed Ethiopian Emperor, requiring 
all diplomatic transactions to channel through Italy, the Italians established them- 
selves as a protectorate over Ethiopia, a protectorate that evidenced itself in op- 
pression, starvation, poverty and cruelty. The League of Nations- in later years- 
turned the other way. Had the West helped, one contributing factor to the 2nd World 
War might have been avoided. There's an enormous amount of :interesting and challeng- 
ing material here, with full documentation. Unfortunately, the format is too remi- 
niscent of a textbook, and college libraries will probably prove the chief market. 
But the text is inspired by Miss Pankhurst's feeling for the people, her sense of the 
area as a whole, her conviction that there is still a challenge there. It deserves a 
wider audience than it is likely to get. 


Barzun, Jacques- Fd. Viking 
COMPANION TO THE MUSE $5.00 


The gifted biographer of Berlioz and author of Teacher in America has 
edited a unique anthology of literature about music. In his scholarly foreword, Bar- 
zun pleads for greater communication between artist and layman. He feels that musical 
criticism should be directed towards the layman; it must offer general but precise and 
meaningful ideas; it must use analogy and comparison to convey its meaning. The prose 
which conveys the emotions and significance of music is rare. Barzun maintains that 
such prose should be examined in the light of history, of criticism, of anecdote, of 
political issues- and to these ends he has directed his selection of these writings. 
The result is a collection of writings from Thomas Browne to Bernard Shaw and Debussy, 
and the groupings fall into seven parts,-fiction, criticism, drama, politics and pat- 
ronage, etc. And the end result gives the reader the musical world viewed by the 
musician himself. A worthwhile reference volume, a delightful and varied source of 
entertainment, a solid stepping stone to better understanding of this most emotional 
of the arts.

The authors of this review of American Protestantism have apparently been 
hinking that American Protestants have of late been too apologetically on the defen- 
ive. For in this book they have assembled evidence designed to convince Protestanta 
chat they have every right to be proud of their past and their present. Back of Prot- 
stantism is "The Big Idea" - freedom expressed in freedom of conscience, freedom of 
rrace, freedom of access to God and freedom of religion from authoritarian control. The 
ook demonstrates how closely wrapped up with Protestantism has been the development of 
uur free democratic institutions and ideas; in fact, the sub-title given to the book is 
‘The Faith that made America Free". The author then gives a quick look at various as- 
ects of Protestant life, its denominationalism (which is defended as an expression of 
reedom), its worship, its social concern, the participation of laymen and women in its 
rork, its missionary program. In the chapter on education, the authors affirm that our

Sheehy, Rt. Rev. Maurice S. Farrar, Straus & Young 
HEAD OVER HEELS $2.75 


Father Sheehy loves people. He loves the US Navy. He loves the Catholic 
Church. He loves God. In fact he is "Head over heels in love" with life. This zest 
for life is breezily communicated to the reader in this book of vignettes from the 
author's life and experience. He must have had a grand time as a Chaplain to the 
Navy, but he is equally exuberant about his contacts with his students at Catholic 
University. His book is divided into three parts: (1) The Battle within; (2) the 
Better Self-Good Neighbor; (3) The Better Self Looks at God. Here is revealed a 
priest whom anyone would delight to know. (Publ.) 


Merton, Thomas Harcourt, Brace 
THE ASCENT TO TRUTH $3.50 


Thomas Merton first came into prominence as the author of The Seven Storey 
-Mountain, a spiritual autobiography which because of its arresting style and the appro- 
priateness of his experience to the mood of disillusionment then current deservedly be- 
came a best seller. He portrays amongst life in The Waters of. Siloe,. but less 
successfully. In this volume he appears in the role of a theologian of mysticism. The 
publishers declare this to be his most important book. That may be the case, but it is 
doubtful if it will have the wide appeal of The Seven Storey Mountain. For this is 
not only a defense of mystic contemplation, but an exposition of Catholic mysticism 
as the only way to God. He is at great pains to discredit all other forms of mystical 
experience as at best partially true and semi-adequate. Much of his argument is based 
on an interpretation of St. John and the Cross, St. Gregory of Nyssa, Blessed John 
Ruysbroek, St. Teresa of Avila, Blaise Pascal and John of St. Thomas. Many will con- 
sider these interpretations the most interesting parts of the book. Hardly apt to at- 
tract other readers than Catholics and students of mysticism. However, Merton has a 
large following. (Publ.) 


Carrier, Blanche Harper 
FREE TO GROW $3.00 


An increasing number of religious leaders are awakening to the need for a 
closer alliance of psychotherapy and religion. Most of the books written on this sub- 
ject are primarily technical-psychological or theological works, or, at the opposite 
end, they are purely practical "worry books" - the publishers call them. This book is 
a nice balance of the technical and the practical. Blanche Carrier knows her psychology, 
sociology and theology, but the subtitle shows where her real interest lies: "New Ways 
to a Revitalized Church: Christian Commitment and Growth through Group Therapy, Teach- 
ing and Fellowship." The author believes that the church can release the powers of 
spiritual growth within the individual and she proceeds to outline ways in which the 
church can move in that direction in its ministry to children, young people and adults. 
A most valuable book for Protestant ministers and other church leaders who are anxious 
to use the Techniques and points of view of psychotherapy for spiritual ends.

VEDANTA FOR MODERN MAN $5.00 


This is an invaluable anthology for all those who are interested in the re- 
ligion of the East and its possible contribution to the religious philosophy and spir- 
itual life of the Western world. Among its contributors are many of the religious 
leaders and philosophers of India such as Swami Prabhavananda, Swami Vivekananda, and 
with Gerald Heard, Aldous Huxley, and the editor making major contributions from the 
Western world.

This is another contribution to the now wide-spread discussion of the place of é 
eligion in education. The author is primarily an educator and approaches the problem from | 
he point of view of one who is committed to the ideals and methods of progressive educa- 

tion and who sees in it the possibility of providing for the youth of the land the moral 
und spiritual undergirding of life which is so sorely needed. The author frankly rejects 

111 traditional and supernatural forms of religion and the approach to life made by what 
ie calls "structural religion". The religion that Professor Madden would have introduced 

into the school system is what he calls "the religious quality of experience". He sees 
eligion as "a quality pervasive of all human activity when and if life is carried on 

>reatively at a human level." 
This “humane living" can be expressed in different keys or "modes" and the 
author's elaboration of his thesis is organized about a discussion of these religious 
modes". In turn he discusses "the valuation mode" (determining what are most important 
things to live and work for); "the community mode" (the responsibility of the individual 

50 society); “the executive mode" (the strengthening of the will to fulfill one’ life 

purpose); "the aesthetic mode" (a substitute for worship and retreat); the contemplative 

node” (the author's equivalent of prayer). Religionists will scarcely recognize religion

This little book should be of interest to churchmen of all faiths who are 
concerned with the ministry of the church to industrial workers. It gives a descrip- 
tion of the Anglican parish of St. Mary's in Southampton, England, the social and 
economic problems of the dock workers and the ministry of the church to them. Some 

of the problems outlined are familiar to American readers who know industrial centers.

The early part of the life of Bernadine Realino, canonized in 1947 as St.

For 
then he left behind a promising career in the law and in public life, adjured the 
dilettante life of culture in which he had been immersed and threw in his lot with 
the Jesuit order. But within the Society of Jesus Bernadine Realino soon won for 
himself a position of leadership and great influence. He became the founder and 
Rector of the Jesuit college at Lecce. He made of this college a model after which 
other Jesuit educational institutions were patterned. But,above all this, Bernadine 
as a priest became known for his ministry to the lowliest and the lost, so that his 
reputation as a friend and spiritual guide of the poor was known far and wide. All 
of this story is told by Father Sweeney in graphic detail.
